There were a great many an- 
archists among them. “These fellows,” said 
““came here about two years ago from 
Connellsville, Pa. While there they often 
indulged in riots.“ At Spring Valley and 
Peru there are at least 1,000 more of these 
foreigners and if they caine to La Salle to aid 
their fellows here he did not doubt but that 
they would assault the militia. 

The local authorities have not been able to 
learn if any of the strikers who indulged in 
the riot last evening were killed. Deputy 
Sheriff Brennan of Ottawa, who took part in the 
conflict, said that he saw several of the rioters 
fall and their fellows carrying them away. 
Sheriff Taylor is greatly improved and sent 
word from Ottawa today that he would come 
over here tomokrow. Deputies Hoolihan and 
Dwyer, who were shot in the groin and thigh, 
are out of danger. 

Five companies of the militia arrived here 
about 9 o’clock this morning in command of 
Col. Fred Bennett of Joliet on the. Rock Island 
road. Late this afternoon another company, 
arrived, making six in all. These forces are 
of the Third Regiment of Illinoi# National 
Guard. The soldiers pitched camp on a 
plateau about a quarter of a mile east of the 
shaft where the riot occurred. The camp 
was named Camp Matthiesson in honor of the 
Mayor of La Salle. 


Arrest of an Anarchist Striker. 


Cunsiderable excitement was caused at the 
camp about 7 o’clock this evening by the ar- 
rest of Henri Meisenbach, one of the most 
turbulent of the strikers, A crowd of strikers 
assembled at the roadway, where two pickets 
stood guard. Meisenbach became noisy and 
abusive. He said in broken English that he 
would disembowel any soldier whe dared to 
interfere with him. His violent speech in- 
cited.others to follow his example and the 
disturbance became so great that the pickets 
called for the corporal, who ordered Meisen- 
bach placed under arrest. 

As the soldiers started to execute the order 
the angry striker raised a steel saw blade he 
held in his hand and aimed a blow at the 
head of the nearest soldier. He warded it off 
with his rifle and then a hand-to-hand con- 
flict ensued. Meisenbach yelled for his com- 
panions to come to his aid. The screams at- 
tracted strikers from every direction and they 
began to loudly demand his release. An 
extra detachment of soldiers arrived at 
this moment and with fixed bayonets 
dispersed the crowd, while Meisenbach was 
carried off to the guard-house.

Freight Train Is Ditched. 


A freight train on the Illinois Central rail- 
road was ditched a few miles south of this 
city, near the Oglesby mine, at 10 o' clock 
tonight. The authorities here are of the 
belief that it was the work of the 
Polish strikers. News of the accident did not 
reach here until 1:30 o’clock, when the en- 
gineerand train crew arrived at the Illinois 
Central Depot. The military authorities sent 
a detachment of soldiers to the scene. The 
engineer of the wrecked train said that short- 
ly after leaving the Oglesby 
mine he came suddenly upon what appeared 
to be a pile of railroad ties. 
Only one set of wheels was thrown from the 
track. Thetrain crew ‘said that they saw 
fully a dozen men running away, and when 
they started to put the wheels back on the 
track some one fired several shots at them. 

Agent Baldwin of the road says that he is of 
the belief that the strikers had put the obstruc- 
tion on the track for the purpose of wrecking 
the through passenger train which is due here 
Ii „ .

The committee said that the 
officers of the La Salle Carbon Coal company 
had promised the strikers to remove the 
Deputy Sheriffs from the mine. As the min- 
ers were returning from the meeting where 
this promise was made, the committee says, 
the Deputy Sheriffs made insulting remarks 
to them. The strikers resented this by mak- 
ing replies of a like nature. This. it says, led 
to threats which resulted in the deputies 
opening fire. The committee denies that any 

of the strikers made use of firearms, but de- 
clares that the deputies shot each other in 


their fright. 
RIOTERS HELD FOR THEIR ACTS. 


Twenty of the Leaders at Centralia Must 
Ans wer- Troops on the Ground. 
Cenrratia, III., May 25.—[Speeial.— The 
seventy-eight rioting coal miners from Det 
quoin arrested here yesterday by Sheriff 
Helm and his deputies were arraigned before 
Justice Andrews late this evening on charges 
of conspiracy, trespass, and intimidation and 
held to the grand jury in bonds ranging from 
$100 > $500 each. A hot legal battle be- 
tween C. E. Jennings. State’s-Attorney for 
Marion ‘team Judge Stoker, representing 
the Pittinger & Dair Big Four Mining com- 
pany; the IIIinois Central railroad, and at- 
torneys for the prisoners as to what 
course should be pursued in dealing with 
them. Citizens of the town, the coal 
operators, and the railrond company were de- 
termined that they should be given, even in 
the preliminary examination, the full benefit 
of the law. They were much opposed to 
showing them any mercy. whatever, but W. S. 
Wheatley, I. R. Spillman, and Bert Reed, 
their lawyers, fought for their release on iight 
bonds and succeeded in getting it, although 
twenty of the number designated as leaders of 
Thured ay’s mob are required to give good se- 
curity for their appearance when the grand 
jury wants them. The other miners were 
permitted to go on their own recognizance.

- Meeting at Coal Bluffs the 
Strikers Start to Join an Army of III 
nois Men Said to Be Gathering=Miners 
in Many Cases Taken Out by Forces of 
Strikera~Southern Illinois Men Fall to 
Agree with the Operators<McBride 
Fears Trouble. 

Tun Hur, Ind., May 25.—[Special.]— 
When a west- bound freight train on the 
Big Four pulled in at 9 o' clock tonight the 
tops of the box cars were crowded with 
miners, They were on their way from Coal 
Biuffs to Pana, III., where, they said, 4,000 
Illinois miners were assembled to try and 
persuade the men at work in the mines to 
join the strike. The train was side-tracked 
and the engine run to a safe distance. The of- 


ficials of the road have called on the Chief o? 


Police for protection. The men were quiet, 
did no cheering, and only a few of them left 
the cars when they came to a stop. 

There were 800 or 1,000 men in the party, 
each carload forming a company, and there 
was a captain for each company with J. 


Murphy of Brazil, as Colonel, commanding. 


They came from different mining localities in 
Clay, Parke, and Vigo Counties, and meeting 
at Grant, a few miles east of here, boarded 
the cars without resistance by the train crew. 
All but 300 of the men are from bituminous 
mines, the 300 coming from the block coal 
mines in Clay County. One of their leaders 
said that they had received a request from 
the Illinois strikers to come over and camp 
out at Pana to get the men to leave off work 
there. 

It the 2,000 men at work in Illinois, of 
whom 600 are at Pana, would come out the 
strike would soon be brought to an end,” 
said he. They are keeping 150,000 men 
from going lo work. We do not intend to 
commit dny act of violence; just camp out 
and try to persuade the Pana boys to join us. 
We are orderly, We had a mass-meeting and 
agreed that there was to be no violence, It 
was strictly understood that no man was to 
take a weapon on the trip.“ 

President Dunkerly of the State organiza- 
tion of the United Mine Workers was con- 


sulting with some of the leaders when asked 
if he had had any part in the affair. 


He said 
he did not know of it until shortly before the 
train arrived, The mentold him that they 
were determined to be peaceable, and 
that they were going to Pana on 
the first train they could catch. 
Chief of Police Meagher was told by Supt. 
Neal of the Big Four that the men were citi- 
zens of Indiana and that Terre Haute was 
better able to take care of them than some 
small town in Illinois. There is some talk 
among the men of boarding the New York 
through passenger train which passes at 1:45 
in the mornmg. Chief Meagher has sent for 
Sheriff Stout and Mayor Ross. 

At 11 o’clock it was reported that several 
hundred are on their way here from Clay 
County, as many from the south on the 
Evansville and Terre Haute road, and more 
from Clinton to the north on the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois. Mayor Ross telegraphed 
to Supt. Neal that he had brought the men 
here and ought to send them on or take them 
back. Neal answered that he would not haul 
ce Neto of Terre Haute and that if the

train to Geel Bluff this afternoon carrying 
hundreds of strikers to the miners’ mass- 
meeting to determine whether to go 
to Pana, III., and order the men out 
who are working in the mines there. 
‘The scene at Pana tomorrow, said a promi- 
nent miner, will be one of the most exciting 
ever seen in that city, as 25,000 miners will 
congregate there to influence those working 
tostop. The mass-meeting at Coal Bluff was 
one of the largest demonstrations of 
workmen ever known in this locality, 

Mr. McCoy, Superintendent of the Monarch 
Sewer Pipe company, said today that he was 
going to place men to work in the company’s 
mine Monday and call on the Sheriff for pro- 
tection. This is thought to be a signal for an 
outburst of trouble amongst the strikers and 
is watched with much apprehension. A 
representative of the Terre Haute Brewing 
company was in the city today trying to in- 
duce the miners to allow a mine to work 
which they have Control of, claimmg that un- 
less this was done they would be forced to 
close down their establishments at an enor- 
mous loss. The company offered to pay the 
minera exorbitant wages who worked in their 
mine and contribute $200 weekly to the 
strikers’ funds. This was no inducement to 
the strikers. 

Pana, III., May 25.—[Special.]—The situa- 
tion remains unchanged here except that the 
force of Deputy Sheriffs was inereased to 800 
today. A lot of rifles were received from 
Springfield and St. Louis today. The depu- 
ties are so organized that at a moment’s 
warning every man willbe at his post. The 
mines are all running full force and will con- 
tinue so long as they are not molested. 

Col. Murphy said at midnight that the men 
intended to stay here until the company took 
them west; they would not undertake to capt- 
ure a train and run it themselves. If the city 
authorities ordered them out of the eity they 
would go, as they intended to be law-abiding 
citizens. 


M'BRIDE FEARS MORE TROUBLE, 


But He Insists That Settlement Must Be 
Made on the Miners’ Basis. 

CotumeBus, O., May 25.—[Special. |—Presi- 
dent McBride is a much worried man. He 
nid tonight: This strike will be the greatest 
in the history of the world. If a settlement is 
not made soon I dare not contemplate the 
consequences. The worst is in tha future. 
But there will be no settlement other thun on 
the basis already offered by the miners.”’ 

President McBride will goto Springfield, 
III., tomorrow to attend a joint meeting of 
the operators and miners of that State Mon- 
day. 

The Nelsonville Electric Light company 
this morning telegraphed mining headquar- 
ters asking for the privilege of hauling slack 
from the mines and saying that the town 
would bein darkness next week if the privi- 
lege was not granted. President McBride re- 
plied: ** Other cities are already in darkness 
and I cannot allow mining centers privileges 
which we deny other places.“ President Me- 
Bride and Secretary and Treasurer McBryde 
were this morning shown a letter from J. B. 
Corey, a Pittsburg operator, charging that 
the Ohio operators, under the pretense of 
strike benefits, collected from the miners 

$400,000 last year and turned it over to these 
labor agitators. President McBride said there 
is not one word of truth in the statement.

The delegates declined to 
answer, saying that if they gave out the scale 
there were operators there who would imme- 
diately offer it to their men for the purpose of 
breaking up the organization, The represent- 
atives of the miners then withdrew and the 
meeting soon after adjourned. 


MAKCH TO TAKE OUT MINERS, 


Ohio &nd Iowa Strikers Move on Adjoin- 
ing Fields to Stop Work. 

Auuiance, O., May 25.—[Special.}|—Two 
hundred etriking coal miners at Salineville 
formed themselves into a brigade today, 
marched across country to Bergholz, fifteen 
miles away, and succeeded in persuading the 
miners to join the strike. Before starting they 
were addreased by ex-Mayor Calvin Ferrell and 
Boston Earles, President of the local union, 
who counseled against any unlawful act.

KANSAS COAL MINERS GO OUT. 


Strikers Succeed in Persuading Workers 
to Join Them. 

Leavenworth, Kas., May 25.—The strikers 
who were marched across the new bridge into 
Missouri late yesterday afternoon by the 
Sheriff and deputies are nearly all in this city 
today. They were rowed over during the 
night by sympathizers from this side, Agi- 
tators are scattered throughout the city. The 
police department is in sympathy with them, 
and local labor organizations are promising 
them support. There is strong probability of 
a general strike. Delegations of strikers 
visited the mines this morning and argued 
with the men as they assembled. As a result 
over 100 men employed at the Kansas and 
Tetas mine refused to go to work. 
Among laboring classes there is now a 
decided reaction over treatment of visit- 
ing miners and strikers. The Trade and 
Labor Assembly held a conference with the 
men in camp and promised them protection 
and aid. The miners have caught the spirit 
and there is every reason to believe they will 
go out. 

Macon, Mo., May 25:—At Ardmore the 
coal miners, 500 in all, have quit work 
pending a meeting to decide whether they 
shall yield to the persuasion of 200 delegates 
from the striking miners of Huntsville, Hig- 
bee, Bevier, and other points to join the gen- 
eral strike. The Kansas and Texas Coal 
company has called on Sheriff White for 
guards. 


BIG MUDDY MINE&S TAKEN OUT, 


Men from Surrounding Towns Gather and 
Stop Work at Carterville. 

CaRTERYILLE, III., May 25.— [Special. 
About 500 miners from Murphysboro, Muddy 
Valley, and De Soto came here yesterday and 
today, and in a body marched out to the St. 
Louis and Big Muddy Coal company’s shaft 
north of town and brought the men out. 
After accomplishing their object the men were 
addressed by Sheriff T. L. Dewell, who coun- 
seled peace, after which they dispersed. No 
damage of any kind was done to the proper. 
ty. No trouble of any kind is anticipated 
unless Supt.. Brush persists in trying to run 
the mines before the strike is settled: After 
marching back to town the miners assembled 
in the grove, where dinner was served. After 
dinner the assembly was addressed by the 
Rey. Mr. McKinnis, who counseled peace and 
order. The address was well received, and at 
times the cheering was so great that the 


speaker had to stop until quiet was restored. 


Through the efforts of the Executive com mit- 
tee and the Sheriff, M. B. Mann, master of 
transportation of the Short line, furnished 
the men with a special train to carry them to 
their homes.

Both Senators Clinch on the Hawaiian 
Question and Bitter Words Are Uttered 
=Kyle’s Resolution Goes Over Without 


Action—Good Progress I4¢ Made on the 


Tariff BilleHill Demaniis a Duty on 


Lead Ore- Report Against Briber Buttz 
Defective Armor Plate. 

Wasuineroxs, D. C., May 25.—Senator 
Kyle’s Hawaiian resolutiqn, which came over 
from yesterday, was contzHlered again for half 
an hour in the Senate today, but no action was 
taken. Mr. Gray (Dem., Del.) moved to sub- 
stitute Turpie’s resolution for the one offered 
by Mr. Kyle. Mr. Harris insisted upon the 
regular order, and the tariff bill accordingly 
was laid before the Senate. 

Senator Frye (Rep., Me.) protested against 
cutting off action on the Hawaiian resolution, 
saying tne people of Hawaii were on a pivot. 
The action of the Senate might send them 
forward or backward. He asked usanimous 
consent that those resolutions should be voted 
on without debate tomorrow morning. Mr. 
Turpie objected, 

Then followed a sharp clash between Mr. 
Hoar and Mr. Harris. Mr. Hoar was disposed 
to continue the Hawaiian debate. Mr. Mor- 
gan, Chairman of the Foreign Relations com- 
mittee, fully indorsed what Mr. Hoar had 
said and the latter was proceeding to say that 
he hoped Mr, Morgan's indorsement of his 
statement would echo around the world, when 
Mr. Harris broke in and declared that the 
tariff bill was before the Senate andf 
debate on this subject was out of order. 

Mr. Hoar protested in vigorous terms 
against what he tertnea these repeated angry 
and discourteous lectures from the Senator 
from Tennessee, 


Harris’ Sharp Retort. 


„The tariff bill is before the Senate,” re- 
torted Mr. Harris, “and the Senator from 
Massachusetts is Violating the rules by con- 
tinuing the debate on a resolution that has 
just gone over, Asfaras the courtesy of the 
Senator from Tenmessee is concerned,” he 
added in withering tones, “he owes less 
courtesy to the Senator from Massachusetts 
than any other Senator on the floor. 

It the Senator from Tennessee owes any- 
body any courtesy,” retorted Mr. Hoar, in 
kind, „ he is a hopeless bankrupt; he could 
not pay one-thousandth of a mill on the 
dollar.” 

Then the Aldrich amendment to substitute 
the McKinley tariff on shotguns for the 80 
per cent ad valorem in the Senate bill was laid 
on the table, as was also a motion to increase 
the rate to 45 per cent. The rate for shot- 
guns, rifles, and pistols was fixed at 30 per 
cent. Rates were then agreed to as follows: 

Table and carving knives and forks valued at 
more than $4 per dozen, and razor blades, scis- 
sors, and shears, wholly or partially finished, 45 
per cent. All other table knives, forks, steels, 
etc., 35 percent. Files, file blanks, rasps, and 
floats, of all cuts and kinds, four ‘nches in 
len and under, 80 cants per doven; over four 
inches and under 1 inches, cents; over 
nine inches, $1. The House rate on. engraved 
steel plates and railway fish-platee (25 per cent 
ad valorem) was not 2 The rate on iron 
ant Seek rivets was increased from 25 to 30 per

The Jones amendments weregagreed to fix- 
ing the rates on crosscut saws at six cents per 
lineal foot; mill saws, ten cents foot; pit and 
drag saws, eight cents; circular and other 
saws, 25 per cent. 

The rates on wood screws were fixed at 80 
per cent, and on umbrella ribs made of iron 
or steel or other meta's at 25 per cent. 
Paragraph 156, „Wheels,“ was passed over. 
The duty on crude aluminum was fixed at 10 
cents per pound; on bronze powder or 
aluminum in leaf, at 40 per cent. The rates 
on gold and silver leaf were fixed at 30 per 
cent. The rate on metallic pens (except goid) 
was fixed at eight cents; on pins, and hat. 
shaw!, and belt pins, commercially known as 
jewelry, 25 per cent; chronometers, 10 per 
cent; watches and clocks, 25 per cent; manu- 
factured articles (Paragraph 1'77) not spe- 
cially provided for in the bill, composed 
wholly or in post of metal.

SENATE CHANGES ARE NOT RADICAL, 


Hall Says the Income Tax Feature Has 
ot Been Mutilated. 
Wasurvetor, D. C., May 25.—Represen- 
tative Hall of Missouri; one of those most in 
favor of the income tax feature of the tariff 
bill, is giving his attention to the changes 
which the Senate Finance cotnmittee has 
wrought in the income tax. “I have gone 
over the Senate bill carefully,“ said Mr. Hall, 
and I find that the changes are of detail and 
not of substance. The Senators have recog- 
nized the essential principle of the 
measure, that men shall bear the tak 
burden . according to their wealth. 
The exemption of all buildmg and loan asso- 
ciations is a little teo broad. I was in favor 
of an exemption to such associations doing a 
business at home, but not to big concerns do- 
mg an inter-State business. The latter are 
speculative corporations and ought to be 
taxed, Taken as a whole, however, the Senate

SENATORS REPORT AGAINST BUTTZ, 


Notwithstanding His Denials They Aver 
That He Attempted Bribery. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., May 25.— The report 
of tne Senate committee appointed to investi- 
gate the charges of attempts to bribe United 
States Senators was submitted to the Senate 
today, so far as concerns the attempted 
bribery of Senators Hunton and Kyle. The 
report, after reciting the facts of Buttz’s 
proffer of money to the son of Senator Hun- 
ton and to Senator Kyle, says: 

Your committee is abundantly justified in 
stating that the facts have been established by 
the evidence, notwithstanding the denial on the 
part of Charles W. Buttz. There is no evidence 
to show the truth of Mr. Buttz’s statement to 
Senator Kyle and to Mr. Eppa Hunton Jr., that a 
syndicate of bankers and capitalists had raised a 
sum of money to be used for the purpose of de- 
feating the pending tariff bill, or that there was 
an agent of such a syndicate in Washington, or 
that any money was in Washington for that pur- 
pose. Buttz denies that he made any such state- 
ment or that he had any knowledge of the exist- 
ence of such a syndicate, or that he was the agent 
or representative of any one. He further denies 
that he has any money himself. 

Judge Dittenhoefer, counsel for Corre- 
spondent Edwards, appeared before the Sen- 
ate investigators today and announced he had 
advised his client not to give the committee 
the names of persons from whom he 1 eceived 
certain information bearing upon the sugar 
trust. Among other reasons Juiige Ditten- 
hoefer stated that for Mr. Edwards to dis- 
close the names of his informants would be to 
degrade him asa newspaper man, The com- 
mittee overruled Judge Dittenhoefer’s objec- 
tions and again called Mr. Edwards in, re- 
peated its demand that he give the names re- 
quested in the first instance, and received his 
final decision not to comply with tne demand. 
He was then excused and the committee went 
into secret session. No dacision as to a fut- 
ure course of action was reached.

Thomas M. Blackstock of Sheboygan, one 
of the largest furniture manufacturers in the 
Northwest, would liké to be Chief Executive 
of Wiscoasin. He is not making much noise 
about the matter, but ifa dark horse should 
be needed Mr. Biackstock may be selected.

Judge Creighton of Springfield Decides 

| the Suits Brought by Populist Blair 
Against Secretary of State Hinrichsen— 
He Finds for the Defendant on Ali 
Points Involved Cases Will Now Go to 
the Supreme Court with the Danville 
Suit, 


Sram, III.. May 25.--[Special.]— 
Judge Creighton of the Circuit Court late 
this evening rendered a decision in the suits 
brought by Blair, Populist, vs. Henrichsen, 
Seeretary of State, to test the constitutional- 
ity of the Senatorial apportionment of 1882 
and 1893. Twosuits were commenced—for 
petition for mandamus and the other a bill in 
chancery asking an injunctior. Their pur- 
pose was identical, and the decision rendered 
toduy covers both cases. Judge Creigh- 
ton holds that the acts of 1872 
and 1882 were both constitutional. 
He declares, moreover, that in his opinion the 
act of 1893 is constitutional and is now in 
force, 

The cases were considered on demurrer filed 
by the Attorney-General and State’s-Attorney 
Graham of Sangamon. Both cases have been 
appealed to the Supreme Court and will land 
there in good time for the June term, together 
with the Danville case, which has also been 
appealed. These actions in the Sangamon 
County Court were the result of a conference 
held at St. Louis some weeks ago by a num- 
ber of Illinois Democrats, and they were 
brought at the instigation of that party. 


Judge Creighton’s Decision, 


Judge Creighton's opinion was as follows: 

Lhave no desire to write an opinion in this 
case or to take any further time to consider it. 
We are overrun with work and I have no desire 
tohavethe notoriety of delivering a written 
opinion in this case. Of course the principal 
question involved in the controversy here was in- 
volw in controversy decided by Judge 
Bookwalter a few days ago, which was argued 
before him at great length and — him for 
considetation and carefully consider by him, 
and his conclusions were expressedin a written 
opinion which was published, and which comes 
to us not as authority but for whatever it is 
worth by way of persuasion. During the time 
the question was under discussion 
over oro public attention was di- 
recte to it more or less and we 
all thought about it more or less. The question 
was raised here a week ago, and since that time, 
of course, we have all thought about it more or 
less. It has n very extensively discussed here 
today, and there are so few points in the case 
that unless the Judge either wants to write an 
opinion or to take time to review the authorities, 
he might as well decide one time as another. 

I have read all the authorities that have been 
read here today and a great many more that 
have not been read. I hold that the court has 
jurisdiction. The Legislature in this State has 
authority to exercise all legislative power not 
expressly or by necessary implication prohibited 
by the Constitution. Concerning the question of 
population the Constitution fixes a minimum and 
maximum. All between these is within legisia- 
tive discretion. Concerning the question of con- 
tiguity the Constitution requires that a district 
shall be composed of contignous territory. 
That clause withholds from the Legislature the 
power to form a district of parts wholly discon- 
nected. Thatis contiguous which touches, and 
the degree of contiguity is wholly a matter with- 
in legislative discretion. Concerning the ques- 
tion of compactness, that is the only debatable 
question in this case. The word as used has no 
necessary reference toshape, as round, square, 
oblong, triangular, etc., but refers rather to qual- 
ity of solidity. The clause withholds from the 
Legislature the power to form a hollow district; 
that is, one district within another. In such a 
district both districts might be composed of con- 
tiguous territory, but the outer district would be 
hollow, not compact. As to the mere shape of a 
district, that is wholly within legislative discre- 
tion. 

Motives of Legislators. 

It is quite out of the power of any court to in- 
quire into the motive of legislators, so ‘long as 
legislation is confined within Constitutional lim- 
its, nor can the courts review the exercise by the 
Legislature of its legislative discretion. Within 
the realm of its discretion each department of 
the State government is absolutely supreme. 

I hold that the act of 1872 was constitutional, 
that the act of 1882 was constitutional, and that 
the act of 1893 is constitutional and is now in 
‘force. But if one or more of these acts can 
heid unconstitutional, all must be, for ail were 
formed same rules of constitutional con- 
straction and legislative discretion, and differ in 
results, if at all, only in d so Slight as not 
to call upon the court to 
of one of them and against the other. There is 
no aspect of this case that presents any ground 
for complaint to stand upon. The demurrer will 
be sustained. 

So soon as the opinion had been rendered 
Judge Creighton said he desired to make a 
statement which was by no means a part of 
the opinion. He said that his attention had 
about ten years ago been called to the Sena- 
torial apportionment of 1882. A matter 
arose in which he had been employed to make 
an investigation into the constitutionality of 
that apportioninent. He did so, examining 
all the authorities and precedents up to that 
time. Since the cases were brought he had 
taken up the matter, which was still fresh in 
his mind, and made an exhaustive search for 
all decisions bearing on the question. He had 
become familiar with everything connected 
with the case, and for that reason was ready 
to render a decision. 

Then he expressed his gratification that 
Judge Bookwalter of Danville had taken the 
same view of the matter that he had, and he 
was giad, moreover, that Judge Bookwalter 
was opposed to being in politics. Judge 
Book walter, being a Republican, must have 
the credit of taking the matter into judicial 
investigation. He was probably not so fort- 
unate in that respect, as he was a Democrat 
and probably would not have the credit of de- 
ciding the matter on purely judicial grounds. 
He wanted to give Judge Bookwalter credit 
for the manful stand he took in the matter, 
and was satisfied their opinions were right. 


Hearing of the Case. 


Then E. S. Smith, who has been watching 
the case for ex-Attorney-GenerAl Hunt, said 
he had understood that it had been alleged he 
had reflected on the court in some way or 
other and he wanted to disclaim any such 
statement or insinuation. He knew that 
Judge Creighton would decide the matter 
from a judicial standpoint and that the ques- 
tion of politics would cut no figure with him. 

All this occurred about 6 o' clock this after- 
noon. The customary orders were entered 
providing for an appeal, and the case will be 
whisked over to the Supreme Court for the 
Central Grand Division in no time at all. 

All during the afternoon Judge Creighton 
was observed to be writing something or 
other. The opinion was unexpected except 
by a few, but with the explanations made by 
the Judge his action at this time was entirely 
within reason. There was no reason why he 
should delay, because he hud made up his 
mind, and it was necessary that the cases get 
to the Supreme Court as quickly as possible. 

Neither Gen. Hunt nor Mr. Calhoun was in 
court thie morning.

Cotumsus, O., May 25.—[Special.]—The 
investigation of the scandal at the Ohio Peni- 
tentiary today was rather severe on Warden 
James. Guards Steele, Quigley. and Oster- 
haut testified to the profanity of the Warden 
on several - public pat! mee and Librarian 
Morgan admitted that the prison history he 
had written was published at the peniten- 
tiary, convicts setting the type and the State 
furnishing the paper and binding. Warden 
James was a partner in the scheme and 
the two divided $10,000 on the 
transaction. A guard and several pris- 
onérs were employed by Morgan, 
with the Warden’s permission, to sell the 
book on commission. Others supported this 
testimony. Several witnesses testified that 
the night before the second inauguration of 
Goy. McKinley last January James was so 
drunk he had to be taken home in a hack. 
Chaplain Play ford testified there was over 
2,000 now in possession of prisoners on the 
inside, and his attempts to ther up this 
money had been balked by the Warden. The 
prigoners gambled, and some of them would 
get as high as $80. This would enable those 
who escaped to get away rapidly when once 
on the outside. The Warden was absent a 
year out of the last two years.

All last night and up 
to the time Col. Smith reached Centralia 
Sheriff Helm and fifty deputies stood guard 
over the prisoners. ‘They were then relieved 
every able-bodied 
man citizen of Centralia and Odm was carry- 
ing a gun and chasing the rioters yesterday. 

As fast as the soldiers arrived they went into 
camp at the armory. Tonight those not do- 
ing guard duty are sleeping intents, Assist- 
ant Adjutant-General Hugh Boyle is here, 
representing Gov. Altgeld, and advising Col. 
Smith. N. B. Morrison, President of the 
Odin Coal company, whose mines at Odin 
were seved from destruction yesterday by the 
prompt action of Sheriff Helm, came down to 
urge that strict punishment be dealt out to 
the arrested men, The city, the coal com- 
panies, and the railroad had a great lot of 
witnesses here.

Referring to different 
passages in the appellant’s book Elder Shields 
sought to analyze them as evidence that the 
writer doubted and openly declared portions 
ot the Holy Scriptures were not inspired. 

The appellant, Dr. Smith, who was hoarse, 


3 en nent addressed the ecclesiastical court. He 


pfefaced his remarks by saying no one valued 
and prized the Bible more than he, He had 
examined the Bibie as the infallible word of 
God, and in whole refuted the assertions 
elaborated by the prosecution. He claimed 
he did not teach the unprofitable. 
ness of any portion of the scriptures, 
but had held to the contrary. Dr. Smith 
thought his case had been prejudiced by the 
Cincinnati Presbytery, some of the members 
of which publishea their opinions in advance. 
Unfairness characterized the prosecution in 
that-lower court and he hoped it would be 
considered by this higher court of review. 
Dr, Smith said he did not claim infallibility 


or superior knowledge, but . gave the 


impresssions of his mind. He said 
Must Recognize All sans, 


‘We are to examine the scriptures with all 
the knowledge at our command. We must 
honestly recognize ail the facts found in the 
Bible and we in ust concede conscious reverence 
to the scriptures, The scriptures are inspired 
despite the fact that some efrors of fact exist. 
Errorless autographs may have existed, but I 
am yet to be convinced to the contrary, yet at 
the same time they were prompted by the 
spirit we call inspiration.“ The appellant 
cited a number of prominent theologians 
in support of his argument. Human inci- 
dents and environment undoubtedly had their 
influence on the early chroniclers, even while 
writing under inspiration. The idiosyncra- 
cies of man’s: inteliect cannot be ignored. 
Many discrepancies may have crept in during 
the transmission down the ages, but this, Dr. 

Smith continued, does not in the least 
affect their inspiration. He - criticised 
what he called the “great wealth of 
quotations on inspiration shown by the Com- 
mittee of Prosecution.“ The inerrancy of the 
original autographs isa new and dangerous 
doctrine. The versions were derived from the 
original Hebrew and Greek. He next spoke 
of textural transmission, and combated the 
ground taken by the prosecution, which, he 
added, would tend to the church into 
contempt. Inspiration did not remove the 
tendency of the human mind to error. Ur. 
Smith concluded as follows: 

„God alone is lord of the conscience and 
bath left it free from the doctrines and com- 
mandments of men which are in anything 
contrary to the word or beside it in matters 
of faith and worship. So that to believe such 
doctrines or to obey such commands out of 
Conscience is to betray true liberty 
of conscience, and the requiring of 
an implicit faith and an absolute 
and blind obedience is to destroy 
liberty of Conscience and reason also. This 
is the great Presbyterian principle, and with 
this in view I have tried to subject the doc- 
trine whichchallenges our faith and obedience 
to the test of holy scripture itself. I myself 
believe that it is a doctrine neither of the 
scriptures nor of the confession, and so there 
is no question where a Presbyterian Assembly 
must stand. 

The Rev. Obarles Townsend of Cleveland, 
O., and of the Synod of Ohio forcibly ad- 
dressed the assembly in favor of sustaining 
the appeal. The Rev. Dr. G. L. Kalb of Belle- 
fontaine, O., another representative of the 
oe synod, also spoke in defense of Prof.

Asking for a Corroboration. 

Thomas McDougall of Cincinnati, O., asa 
‘representative of the Synod of Ohio, was the 
next speaker. He said upon him fell the 
onerous, delicate, and painful duty of asking 
this high court to sustain the action of the 
Synod of Ohio. He first touched upon the 
technical specifications of error, and sought

Statistics Showing the Number of Books 
Printed and Disposed Of. 


Saratoaa, N. I., May 25.—The American 
Baptist Publication Society began its seven- 
teenth anniversary here today. The annual 
address wasmade by Samuel A. Crozier of 
Chester, Pa.

Can Name the Superintendents of Scores 
of Chicago Subpostofiices. 

Postmaster Hesing returned last night from 
Washmgton and confirms the news that he 
has been granted practically everything that 
he asked for when the special commission 
visited Chicago March 5. July 1 seventy ad- 
ditional square miles will be taken into the 
free delivery district and 182 additional car- 
riers will be appointed. Ninety-nine of these 
will be assigned to duty within the present 
free deiivery district. From six to eight 
hours’ time will be saved in the delivery 
of seme letters under the new system. 
In the removal of the fifty-seven Postmasters 
the department placed no restrictions upon 
Postmaster Hesing, and it is optional with 
him whether they be reappointed as superin- 
tendents of the substations or not.

The last 
day of the co was devoted mainly to 
routine business perfecting the organiza- 
ion. A small tion was created at the 
‘mornmg session when the Rev. Dr. Mar- 
Tacoma, Wash., said those 
who came into the work must be- 
come non-sectarian, must sacrifice their 
denomination and its fellowship. This, he 
said, was the price of liberalism. Several 
members rose to dispute the statement, but 
argument was cut off. The Rev. R. A. White 
also gave a surprise by introducing a resolu- 
tion to the effect that all denominations, sects, 
societies, ete., should be invited to join the 
new fraternity, but Secretary Jones declared 
it was the purpose to seek no one, but let all 
who would come. 

At the opening of the morning session Dr. 
Keut of Washington, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Publication, reported a resolution 
offering congratulations on the consolidation 
of the liberal publications. It recommended 
that other publications be started and that 
ministers be urged to contribute articles on 
liberal movements, and that steps be taken to 


The report was adopted. 

The Committee on Permanent Headquar- 
ters was continued another year with instruc- 
tions to report at intervals to the Board of 
Directors. 

Liberals to Endow a Chair. 

The Rev. E. P. Powell of Clinton, N. L., 
reported .a resolution, which was adopted, 
favoring the endowment of a chair in the 
Chicago University for higher liberal relig- 
ious training, the project suggested Thursday 
by Dr. Hirsch, and recommending that the 
matter be referred to the Board of Directors, 
which should appoint a committee of fifteen 
to cogsider the matter and devise means of 
raising the $12,000 necessary to maintain 
the chair, 

The report of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization, which was adopted, récom- 
mended that the name of the organization 
should be the American Congress of Liberal 
Religious Societies, its purpose, believing in 
the great law and life of love, to unite in a 
larger fellowship the existing liberal societies, 
in social, educational, industrial, moral, and

W. A. MARTIN MEETS WIFE AD CHILD, 


Says if she Is Insane He Wants the Cus- 
tody of the Child but Not the Estate. 


San Disco, Cal., May 25,—There was a 
notable reunion at the Hotel Del Coronado 
yesterday when William A. Martin, manager 
of the New York Witness, met his wife and 
child, for whom he has searched for the last 
three years in all parts of the world. Mrs. 
Martin, while revealing by her strange ab- 
sence that her mind was affected, gave the lie 
that she left home and evaded her husband 
through her own will alone. Martin will 
leave with his wife and child tomorrow after- 
noon for their New York home, accompanied 
by a private detective who will guard the 
party. Martin corroboxated fully the ac- 
count previously given by Dr. Heydecker of 
the disappearance of his wife nearly three 
years ago. He said:

“While Mrs. Martin is able to take care of her- 
self it is apparent her mind is affected. I 


shall ask for her examination and if she is 
found insane I wish the guardianship of the 
children. Regarding her fortune I wish it 


‘distinctly understood that I do not wish to be 


placed in charge of that. I will demand that 
it be placed in the hands of trustees for the 
benefit of our children. Dr. Heydecker, 
who was with Martin at the Hotel Coronado. 
received a telegram from Seth Sprague Ter- 
ry, threatening to sue him for defamation of 
character if the published interview was cor- 
rect, charging that Terry employed detectives 
at San Francisco to obtain control of Mrs.

| The most important proceeding in the Maney 


court martial today was the service of notice 


on each member of the court and the Judge 


Advocate of Counselor Blair’s intention to 
apply to the United States Court Monday for 
a writ prohibiting the further progress of the 
case.

Blair, as attorney for the defendant, 
and: was issued under the cover of 
the United States District Court with 
the approval of the Judges thereof. 
The course taken by Counselor Blair is ex. 
tremely rare in the history of this country, 
and there has never been a ruling by a com- 
petent nuthority as to whether a maa shall be 
placed in jeopardy twice for the same offense, 
What the United States Judges sitting in this 
city at present will do with Counselor Biair’s 
application is, of course, not known, but 
the general opinion seems to be 
that the application will be 
refused and the case will go to the Supreme 
Court of the United States for adjudication. 
This appears to be the object Mr. Blair hopes 
to attuin. Many times in argument he 
made the assertion that if the case should be 
taken to the Supreme Court he would be sus- 
tained in the position he had taken. 

Tha service of the notice today was no sur- 

rise to the members of the court-martial, 
9 — Blair had previously informed 
them of his intention to raise the question and 
put it toa satisfactory test, The officers ap- 
peared to be deeply interested in the move 
and evinced coneiderable curiosity as to the 
probable outcome, They were aware of the 
rarity of the proceeding and seemed quite as 
anxious as Mr. Blair to have a rul- 
ing on the question, Only once in 
the history of this country has a 
similar writ been prayed for, and then in the 
cuse of a naval officer. The writ did not issue, 
nor is it likely that one. will issue in case. 
It is not probable that any proceeding will in- 
terfere with the purpose of the present court- 
Monday morning it will be repre- 
sented in the United States Court by Judge 
Advovate Col. Barr, who will argue against 
the issuance of the writ. This was decided 
upon by the court-martial today.

SEARCH FOR THE MISSING FORTUNE, 


Suspicion That Dr. Wilson Was Poisoned 
at Robinson, III. 

Rostnsox, III., May 25.—[Special.]—Some 
time after the close of the Mexican War there 
came to this county from Hebron, O., Dr. 
David Wilson with a pocket full of land war- 
rants. Robinson had been laid out as a town 
a short time before and there were hundreds 
of acres of government land on the broad 
pruities surrounding Robinson subject to 
locations, The doctor entered about 300,000 
acres of this land and caused his father 
and four brothers to move bere 
and locate. He continued to practice 
his profession and was successful, 
Hoe was engaged to be married, but the young 
woman broke off the engagement. This 
caused the doctor considerable annoyance 
and in some respects his mind became un- 
balunced. He left Hebron and wentto Cin- 
einnati about the time the war opened and 
there he engaged in some business. This 
proved successful and the money he invested 
in government bonds. He rejurned to Rob- 
inson to make his home about 1868 and mar- 
ried, but it was evident from 
his actions that mind was 
diseased. He refused to seil any of the broad 
acres which were still wild prairies, saying he 
had given it to the Lord was only acting 
as his agent. He fenced it but would not 
allow it put in cultivation, but rented some of 
it for pasturing. 

On a section of his land near the town he 
built a house, where he lived alone upto the 
time of his illness, which terminated fatally 
some three months ago. Durmg this illness he 
was Visited and cared for by a nephew and his 
wife who lived near by. After his. death it 
was found his real estate amountea to about 
575.000 in value and that he had about 
$6,000 in the Robinson bank. As it was well 
known he had more money than this the 
question was what had become of it. Some 
years ago it had been his practice 
to hide money in different places be- 
fore depositi in the bank, 
was presumed he had money hidden at the 
time of his death, variously estimated at from 
$25,000 to $50,000. After a thorough 
search about the house and barn and excavat- 
ing about the premises, which resulted in find. 
ing nothing, a detective was brought to Rob- 
inson to see what he could find. After a stay 
of two or three weeks a search warrant was 
issued and the home of the nephew, who was 
with Wilson when he died, was thoroughly 
overhauled and examined, but without any 
evidence of money or valuables, 

There has also been talk among some of the 
heirs that they believed poison had been ad- 
ministered to cause his death, and it is poasi- 
ble the body will be exhumed. The doctor 
was nearly 80 years old, and as he was some. 
what feeble little credenceis placed in the 
poisoning charge,

OOLUMBIAN EXPOSITION IS ASKED | 


T0 PAY OUT $100,000. 


This Bethe fe afte File of Damages It 

_ Is Claimed. Was Done the French Ex- 
hibit in the Fire o! Jan, 8<Serious 
Charges of Official Neglect and Foolish 
Red Tape Arrangements Gods Could 
Have Been Saved if It Had Not Been 
for Columbian Guards. 

France, having grown tired of waiting for 
the World’s Columbian Exposition company 
to settle for the damage to the French ex- 
hibits caused by the fite in the Manufactures 
Building Jan. 8, has filed a til) in the United 
States Circuit Court to recover $100,000 
from the Exposition company. The loss was 
and Sevres 
china belonging to the French Clovernment, 
but there were seven éxhibiters who suffered 
by the fire. Their claims have been included 
in the case brought by the French Govern- 
ment, These private exhibiters were Poirier 
Remou, Sormani, Forest, Maxime Clair, 
Hayem, and Jumeau. Their claims aggre- 
gate $11,000. The French Government 
claims the Exposition company is responsi- 
ble for the loss in failing to provide means 
for getting the exhibits out promptly and in 
failing to take reasonable precaution to pre- 
vent loss by fire, 

Consul Bruwaert, who. represents the 
French Government in Chicago, has been ne- 
gotiating with the Exposition company to ef- 
fect a settlement of the claim. His efforts 
have been unavailing, and the su't was begun 
under instructions from his government. At- 
torney William Bu of Runvells & Burry, 
who represent the Consul, said yesterday: 


„The French Government catnu to the Expo- 


sition on terms somewhat different from those 


of other exhibiters, It came to help make the 
Exposition greater, and the good: exhibited 
were not for sale either here or in France, 
They were tapestries and Sevres wares belong- 
ing to the government and to diferent mu- 
seums, French were properly the guests 
of the United States. Almost all the Gobelin 
tapestries belonging to the government were 
saved by mov the cases containing them 
away from the fire. The Sevres ware and all 
the other goods would have beéna saved had 
not the Columbian guards stopped the French 
vards in their work and prevented them 
rom movmg the cases, 


Guards Prevented Rescue. 


*The French were compelled to stand aside 
and see their wares —7＋ * by 2 tim- 
bers. The goods had all been packed read 
for shipment for some time andthe Frene 
officials had been entreating the Exposition 
company for means of removal, They were 
hindered in getting their exhibits away by the 
red tape of the Exposition company. The 
suit is in every respect.a meritorious one.“ 

M. Verstraete, who is acting Consul in the 
absence of M. Bruwaert, said yesterday: We 
waited for monttis to have this claim adjusted 
and haveseen Mr. Davis and Mr. Hig in botham 
repeatedly to see whether they would recog- 
nize our Claim. We have waited so long the 

ple in Paris thought the Frenchman in 
hicago was asleep. Mr. Higinbotham suid 
the Custom-House officials had a share in the 
responsibility in causing the delay, ‘The Cus- 
tom-House is immensely complicated, It 
could have made matters much simple for 
us. We had to make out seventeen papers 
for each case, And think of the Uus 
tom-House officials stopping our men from 
1 Pape goods when the building was on 
fire. e say the Exposition is responsible for 
not taking proper precautions to prevent fire, 
Though they knew the park, was filled with 
tramps they reduced the guard instead of in- 
creasing it.

irector Lyman J. Gage was not sure 
whether the claim ought to be paid. ‘I am 
in fa vor of paying the claim if it is valid,“ he 
said, but my impression is it is not valid, 
The question of responsibility comes up, but 
Lam not able to settle it. The courts will 
have to decide who was responsible. I think 
perhaps the French exhibits could have been 
got out before.“ 

There was a feeling in the Board of Di- 
rectors, said Elbridge G. Keith, that the 
claim would have to be satisfied, but no 
action was taken. The ground was taken that 
there was no legal obligation to pay the claim, 
but I think there is a moral obligation. [am 
in favor of settling the case out of court.“ 

President Higinbotham does not propose to 
settle the case out of court. There is no 
way to settle the case except to pay the 
ciaim,”’ he said, and we do not propose to pay 
it. There is no legal liability. The World's Fair 
never had anyfiing to do with exhibits any 
farther than to agree to furnish reasonable 
police and fire protection, and this we did in 
an eminent degree. We did everything the 
insurance men suggested and furnished every 
device known to insure the safety of exhibits. 
It the claim is ever paid it will be simply an 
act of courtesy, not one of liability.“

WHISKY FRAUD IN THE SENATE. 

The disgraceful bargain with the sugar 
trust is not the only one which has been made 
by the Democratic leaders in the Senate of 
the United States. Their dicker with the 
whisky interest is as corrupt in its character, 
and perhaps involves the perpetration ofa 
more stupendous steal. The enormity of the 
whisky compact is rendered all the greater, if 
that be possible, by the fact that it is a sec- 
tional one, the legislation undertaken being 
intended for the especial benefit of the ‘dis- 
tillers south of the Ohio River, that to their 
brethren farther north being purely inci- 
dental and comparatively small. It is for 
the distiliers in the South that the tax is to be 
increased and the bonded period extended to 
eight years. 

The bill as reported by Senator Voorhees 
March 20 last provides for an addition of 20 
cents per proof gallon to the present tax of 
90 cents. The new tax isto be $1.10 per 
gallon, and to take effect at the beginning of 
the second calendar month after the bill be- 
comes a law. Of course all the whisky manu- 

factured and placed in bonded warehouses 
previous to that time will be subject to the 
present rate of taxation, will be held for sale 
in competition with that produced later, and 
can be sold ata profit of 20 cents over and 
abovea paying price. This margin consti- 
tutes the main motive of the transaction, and 
it is a big one. If 100 millions of gallons are 
in bond the day before the new tax goes into 
force the profit will be 20 million dol- 
lars. It more in quantity the profit will 
be correspondingly greater. But this 
is not all, The manipulation of the 
market for whisky trust certificates 
and of distilling properties South was cal- 
culated on to yield other millions to those be- 
hind the scenes and doubtless did so, though 
the market price for the former did not vary 
as much as may have been expected. The 
statement has been made by well informed 
parties that at least 30 million dollars was 
counted on as possible to be realized from 
the transaction and that arrangements were 
made for using a considerable part of it as a 
corruption fund. Lawmakers were to be 
bribed and influential journals to be 
„touched in much the same fashion as 
when the whisky tax was manipulated during 
the war. That this part of the program has 
been carried out to a greater or less extent 
cannot be doubted by any one who has closely 
watched the trend of debate of the matter in 
and out of Congress. 

The Senate bill provides that the tax shail 
be paid within eight years from the date of 
original entry for deposit of the spirits in 
bond. That provision exclusively is for the 
benefit of Southern distillers, as they claim so 
many years to be required for the proper 
“aging of their goods.” The distillers con- 
stituting the whisky trust in the Northern 
States donot want any such prétection. They 
“age” their whisky by taking out the fusel 
oil immediately after the spirits are distilled 
from the mash, and it is understood they do 
not favor the extension of the bonded period, 
but rather regard it as a feature tending to 
ultimate demoralization of the trade by over- 
stocking the market. So the extension to the 
hitherto unheard of period of eight years is 
altogether in the interest of certain men in 
the South, that section which in so many 
other respects is dominating the course of 

attempted tariff legislation. 

It should be observed that in all this there 
is no effort or pretense of one to provide tor 
an increase of Federal revenue during the 
term of the present administration or the one 
next following it. The fact that the expendi- 
tures of the government exceed its income 
by nearly two million dollars each week, 
which is urged by some as reason for impos- 
ing an odious tax on incomes, was not con- 
sidered in the drafting of the whisky sections 
of the bill. Thetax on all spirits taken out 
of bond for consumption is to remain the 
same as now for several years to come. The 


object of the change is not revenue to the 


government, but boodle for the engineers of 
the movement, this to be obtained by cater- 
ing to the sectional interests of distillers in 
the South as opposed to those in the North. 
True, the latter do not deserve any 
sympathy, as they, too, have undertaken to 
make money by corrupt methods. But what 
shall be said of the Senators who deliberately 
propose to increase the power and profits of 
both while enacting an enormous discrimina- 
tion in favor of the Southern wing, with not 
a grain of advantage to the revenues of the 
Nation? How can any man summon up 
courage to occupy a seat in the Senate and 
vote for such a gigantic steal? Surely they 
must be aware that while the honest and sober 
portion of the community will despise their 
conduct the whisky imbibing classes will re- 
gard itasa direct wrong to themselves and 
be the last to vote again tor fellows whom 
they will hold responsible for increasing the 
price of every dram they drink. 


THE ODIOUS INCOME TAX. 

The New York Sun,a strong, influential 
Democratic organ, argues forcibly against 
the proposed imposition of an income tax in 
times of peace. It says: * It is admitted, even 
| * by the mugwump press, that the effect of 
the tax would be to revive sectionalism, and 
“that the Northeastern States cannot be 
“expected to give any efficient support to a 
„party which deliberately imposes upon them 
“a form of taxation exoressly intended to 
“exempt from its operation the entire South 
“and a large portion of the West. It adds: 


The objection of Jefferson [the father of De- 
mocracy } to an internal revenue tax in uny form 
was due to his sound political sagacity. He saw 
that the continuous interference of the Federal 
authority with local business for the purpose of 
assessing taxes would be sure to end in a vast in- 
crease of the power of the central authority at 
the expense of State rights. It seems to be the 
fashion nowadays te regard the question of 
States’ rights as settled beyond controversy. Yet 
there never has been a time when it was more 
necessary for those who believe that local self- 
government is the key to individual and political 
liberty to resist encroachments of the central 
power than at the preseat moment. 


one of those who have been most actively in 
favor of imposing the income tax on the 
country, says: The Senators have recog- 
„ nized the essential principle of the meas. 
„ure that men shall bear the tax burden ac. 
** cording to their wealth.“ 

But that precisely is what the measure does 
not provide for. The exemption line is drawn 
at $4,000 on the ostensible ground that the 
man who hasan income above that amount 
is able to pay an income tax which cannot 
be afforded by one who receives less than that 
sum. Butasalary or income of $4,000 in 
Chicago or any other of the large cities of the 
United States will not furnish to the recipi- 
ent or his family any better shelter or living 
or a comparatively better social s‘atus than 
$2,000 or $2,500 would do in the country, 
on the farm, or in any one of ten thousand 
villages in the Union. There is not a farmer 
avingan income of $2,000 per 
annum who is not much better off as regards 


} — command comfort and independ - 
enos than the city man who has an income or 
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at those who live im the cities and intended to 
miss the people who live in the rural dis- 


triets. It u, therefore, unequal and undemo- 


cratic in its operations. 


Either the exemption named is too high or 


it is too low. If it be intended as a tax on the 
rich only it ought to be limited much higher 
than $4,000. But if intended to be a general 
tax, paid by every man in to the 
amount of property he has to be id by 
the law, the line should be drawn low enough 
to include the general taxpayer. In England 
there are several different sources of revenue 
by taxation, but here the taxing business 
theoretically is a stated percentage of the 
property that is protected, and if any deviation 
from this occurs it is the fault of the assessors, 
An income tax, if imposed on Democratic 
lines, ought to be on the principle of equality 
in proportion to the protection received. 

The Democrats boast of Jefferson as the 
father of Democracy, while swerving widely 
from the spirit of his teachings, If we are to 
have Democratic taxation let it be along the 
line of the principles he held sacred. Let 
protection and taxation be strictly proportion- 
al to each other. Let us not tax one mana 
stated number of dollars for protecting his 
property, and allow another property-holder 
to go scot-free. Unless it be boldly claimed 
that the support of the government be ex- 
clusively the function of the rich man, while 
the poorer one shall share in its benefits with- 
out paying anything for its support, it is im- 
possible to approve the income tax measure 
of the new tariff bill; On the contrary, it 
must be rated as unjust, and abominably bad, 
and the men who are advocating it will find 
they have made a great mistake in trying to 
impose their old Southern Bourbonism upon 
the Democrats of the North.

STAMP OUT THE LOTTERY TRAFFIC, 

Senator Hoar has succeeded ip getting 
through the Senate the bill which he intro- 
duced some time ago at the request of 
hundreds of leading men in the United States, 
and which has for its object the suppression 
of the lottery traffic through national and 
inter-State commerce and the postal service. 
The bill has now gone to the House for action 
and it should be acted upon without any un- 
necessary delay. The essential feature of the 
proposed bill is as follows: 

That any person who, within the exclusive 
jurisdiction and subject to the laws of the United 
States, shall contrive, propose, set up, or draw a 
lottery, so-called gift concert, or similar enter- 
prise offering prizes dependent upon lot or 
chance, or assist in such contriying, proposing, 
setting up, or drawing in any place within the 
exclusive jurisdiction and subject to the laws of 
the United States, or who, from any place what- 
ever, whether within or without such jurisdic- 
tion, shall cause to be sold, transferred, or de- 
livered within the United States, or who shall 
cause to be brought within the United States 
from abroad, or deposited in or carried by the 
mails of the United States, or carried from one 
State to another in the United States, any paper, 
certificate, br instrument purporting to be or 
represent a ticket, chance, share, or interest in 
or dependent upon the eventiof such lottery, so- 
called gift concert, or similar enterprise. offer- 
ing prizes dependent upon lot or chance, or shall 
cause any advertisement of such lottery, so 
called gift concert, or similar enterprise, offering 
prizes dependent upon lot or chance, to be 
brought into the United States, or deposited 
in or carried by the mails of che United States, 
or transferred from one State to another in the 
same, shall be guilty of a felony, and be punish- 
able in the first offense by imprisonment for not 
more than two years or by a fine of not more than 
$1,000, or both, and in the second and after 
offenses by such imprisonment only. 

The necessity for the passage of this bill is 
apparent ata glance, The Louisiana Lottery 
company, whose charter expires in that State 
Dec. 31, has located its headquarters at Hon- 
duras for the purpose of getting outside the 
operation of United States laws. It is now 
known as the “ Honduras National Lottery of 
Puerto Cortez, Honduras,” but it is the same 
old Louisiana State Lottery and still intends 
to do business in the United States as it has 
done it heretofore. Puerto Cortez is only the 
place where the drawings are made. The real 
business is carried on at Port Tampa City, 
Fla. The Florida Ditizen, edited by Mr. L. S. 
Metcalf, formerly of the Forum, has been 
making some investigations and says: 

Its managers go to Puerto Cortez once a month 
by special steamer chartered for that purpose, and 
there the drawings are conducted. The steamer, 
once the list of prises has been set up by a few 
printers carried down for the purpose, turns her 
stem northward and makes for Port Tanipa City, 
Fla., where the real business of the concern is 
carried on. 

The money for tickets dispatched for Puerto 
Cortez never gets any further than the office of 
the express company at Port Tampa City, in 
whose care itis sent. Checks for the prizes are 
sent out from the same place, drawn on a bank 
at New Orleuns, All the printing of the concern 
is done at Port Tampa City. too, including the 
tickets and the lists which are struck off from 
those set up by the few compositors carried down 
by the monthly steamer to Puerto Cortez. 

The original memorial sent to Congress 
avers that single express lines are handling 
from three thousand to five thousand pack- 
ages of lottery matter daily and that a thou- 
sand dollars a day are reported going through 
lottery channels from towns of from 30,000 
to 40,000 inhabitants. In more ways than 
one this active, insidious evil is reasserting 
itself and stimulating the gambling propen- 
sity all over the country in spite of the laws 
enacted against it. The imperative demand 
of the hour, therefore, is for still more ex- 
tended and vigorous legislation which will 
stamp out this evil wherever and however it 
may seek to disguise itself. Florida has been 
so infected with it that a bill has been passed 
by the Legislature which allows the printing 
of lottery tickets in that State and also allows 
the company to do business.there. More than 
ever, then, it is necessary that Congress should 
go to the furthest extent of its power in sup- 


| pressing this dangerous scheme of the lottery

gamblers. Senator Hoar’s bill is a drastic 
one, and if it shall be passed and enforced 
it will make it so dangerous to conduct the 
lottery business in this country that few if 
any persons will care to engage in it. If the 
House has any regard for public virtue, or 
for the interests af the working people, it will 
pass this bill at once and enable the postal 
department to crush out this gigantic evil. 


Tun votes taken om amendments to the 
legislative appropriation bill in the House 
Thursday clearly refleet the attitude of the 
Democratic party towards eivil service re- 
forma. Though the Democratic members 
failed to defeat the appropriation for the 
commission the pending question gave them 


an opportunity to vent their malice towards 


the law, while the amendment to strike out 
the appropriation was lost by 80 yeas to 158 
nays, the Republicans voting solidly no. The 
appropriation was saved, but the Democratic 
vote in favor of the amendment shows how

Tus Auditor of the Take Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern railroad has issued a chart pre- 
senting some interesting statistics of trade 
and transportation. One of the tables shows 
the average rate of freight charges per ton 
per mile on that line for each year since it was 
completed to Ghicago. The rate decreased 
from 3.51 cents in 1854 to 0.587 cents in 
1893, That is as much as to say that six tons 
of freight are carried one mile for the same 
amount of money that had to be paid for the 
transportation of one ton over a mile of the 
line forty years ago. The decrease in average 
rate was nearly uniform. The downward 
movemsnt was changed into an upward one 
from 1868 to 1865, but probably this was 
only apparent, due to the fact that rates were 
measured in a rapidly depreciating paper cur- 
rency. There was a slight rise from 1876 to 
1877, another from 1879 to 1880, and still 
another from 1885 to 1887. With these ex- 
ceptions the tendency was to a lower average 
freight rate for each year than for the one 
next preceding it. The cost of transportation 
(to the company) is stated to have decreased 
from 0.932 in 1870 to 0.461 cents last year, 


| for each ton of freight carried one mile, the 
decrease being about 50 per cent, while the 


average freight rate decreased a little more 
than 60 per cent. These figures tell a large 
part of the story of decreased prices in the 
markets where produce and other merchan- 
dise are consume@. The other part of the 
story is ascertainable by reference to a de- 


‘crease in the actual cost of production, as 


measured in units of human labor. 


Tun Presbyterian Church has just lost 
another of its prominent lights, the Rev, Dr 
James H. Ecob, pastor of the Second Présby 
terian Church of Albany, N. T. His with- 
drawal is due to the action of the General As- 
sembly in the Briggs case last year and its 
present attitude towards Prof. Smith. In his 
letter of resignation Dr. Kcob says: The 
attitude of our denominational courts toward 
the minority renders it absolutely imperative 
upon me, in self-respect and good conscience, 
to withdraw from such unconstitutional dic- 
tation and from any apparent consent to such 
an intolerant and destructive use of our sys- 
tem of government.“ Dr. Ecob’s church has 
accepted his resignation, but in the accept- 
ance it asks him to supply the pulpit in- 
definitely, which is tantamount to a declara- 
tion that it is prepared to followits pastor out 
of the denomination should it become neces- 
sary. Dr. Ecobis one of the most eloquent, 
scholarly, and useful men in the Presbyterian 
Church, all of which lends peculiar signifi- 
cance to the step which he has taken. 


Tue investigation of the recent murder of a 
person at Cornell College by frolicsome 
students who used chlorine gas as the agency 
of their exuberant spirits has come to nothing 
through lack of testimony or, rather, through 
abundance of perjured testimony. The 
Justice of the Supreme Court who presided 
in the casé gave it as his conviction that 
there was a deliberate plan on the part of 
some unknown parties to thwart justice and 
that there was no question in his mind that 
witnesses had deliberately violated their oaths 
before the grand jury. In the face of this 
disgraceful and shameful perjury to cover up 
murder it is astonishing to see that the Presi- 
dent of the college at a recent banquet de- 
clared that in all universities, in human 
nature itself, and even among the brute 
création there is a tendency to worry the new 
comers in a spirit of fun.“ It is hard to de- 
cide which is the most disgraceful feature in 
this case, the deliberateness with which the 
students violated their oaths or the levity and 
unconcern with which the President of this 
university treats the crime of murder, 


Tun public spirited citizens of Massachu- 
setts are just now conducting a campaign of 
education on the liquor question. They pro- 
pose experimenting with the Norwegian sys- 
tem, which takes the sale of liquor from pri- 
vate individuals and intrusts it to certain cor- 
porations selected by the State authorities. 
The papers of the State are discussing it pro 
and con, and town meetings are frequently 
held at which both sides state the merits of 
their respective positions. It has also been 
brought before the Legislature and that body 
is reported as willing to authorize the experi- 
ment if any considerable number of the peo- 
ple desire it and if their arguments are of suf- 
ficient importance to warrant it. Should the 
experiment be made the principle of local 
option will apply, as the proposed law simply 
authorizes any city or town which has twice 
voted for license successively to introduce the 
system if a majority votes for it. The profits 
arising from the business are to be devoted to 
public purposes. It goes without saying that 
the liquor dealers are opposed to it. 


A Frew years ago when the Democrats were 
out of office in Cook County and in Chicago 
they began to reform the party. Austin 
J. Doyle, Adolph Kraus, Harvey T. Weeks, 
and other shining lights got up a reform con- 
stitution for the party organization. The most 
conspicuous article of this constitution pro- 
vided that no person holding a county, city, 
or Federal position should be a member of 
the Central committee of the party. The 
Democrats were returned to power in Chica- 
go and Cook County soon after the adoption 
of this .constitution. But they had hardly 
succeeded before they set aside their consti- 
tion, and now eighty-four of the ninety-seven 
city members of the County Central committee 
are on the tax-eaters’ rolls. They are of all 
grades from bridgetender to Prosecuting At- 
torney. They boss the party. They name 
the candidates, Those servants of the people 
set themselves up as the people's masters. 
And this is all under the sachemship of Boss 
Hopkins, the reform Mayor. 


Corporation Counsen Rusens addressed 
the Civic Federation Thursday evening on 
“Municipal Reform.” He urged as n remedy 
that we should pay our municipal servants 
larger salaries in order to get bekter work 
from them, and he tried to make it appear 
that the General Assembly should do called 
on to do the reformmg. At a s#bsequent 
stage of the proceedings the Civic Federation 
showed the fallacy of Mr. Rubens’ suggestions 
and methods. A motion was pr ted that 
funds should be raised for the suppfession of 
gambling. That work is the duty of the police. 
There are laws and ordinances for the sup- 
pression of gambling: That those laws and 
ordinances can be enforced was demonstrated 
during the Roche administration and during 
the first two months of the Hopkins adminis- 
tration. It is not pretended that the police 
cannot suppress gambling, or that they are 
not paid enough to suppress it. Will Mr. 
Rubens ask the “ courageous Mayor why itis 
not suppressed? 


Ar the recent city election in La Porte, Ind. 
the Republican ticket was successful for the 
first time in twenty years. Under the State 
law officers-elect must qualify within five 
days, and upon’failure to do so are subjected 
to a fine of $10, and the act will be taken as 
an indication that they do not want the office. 


‘The Mayor, Treasurer, and Water Trustee 
failed to qualify within the time, and the 
‘Democrats now claim they are ineligible and

THE OLD MASTER. 

Joe Downing (white) had by a series of un- 
fortunate circumstances lost his. entire fort- 
une. He had made his way to New York 
and at seventy years of age was homeless and 
penniless in the great metropolis. 

It was on the eve of a grand party and en- 
tertainment to be given at the residence of 
Joe Downing (colored) in New York, that the 
ex-slave heard of the condition of his old 
master. The remembrance of the kind treat- 
ment by the old planter ” caused the former 
slave to sincerely sympathize with him, and 
he at once looked up the old man and had 
him brought to the house where the party 
had assembled. 

It was eleven at night when Joe Downing’s 
(coldred) guests had all arrived. The leaders 
of colo society of America were there in 
raiment in accordance with the elegant sur- 
roundings and embellishments that Joe Down- 
ing’s wealth had supplied. A celebrated band 
of colored musicians, numbers of popular 
colored artists, lady vocalists (the Black 
Pattis), dancers, orators, literary and legal 
lights, and comic entertainers of various char- 

acters had been invited to amuse the guests 
by displaying their talent. 

The program had been, arranged by Joe 
Downing (colored), to commence the festiv- ’ 
ities with a chorus, describing the progressive 
features of the race, which was given with 
eclat by the entirg company assembled. 

At the terminafion of the chorus, a colored 
servant announced that an old white man” 
was in the hall and wanted to see Joe Down- 
ing (colored). The host bade the servant 
bring the old man in and then explained to 
the guests that they would see the old 
plauter whom many present could re- 
member as a good and kind master in 
„Slavery days, and now that he was in 
want, he, for one, proposed to contribute 
$1,000 in order that the world might know 
that there was one slave, who having had a 
kind master, now that he had found him 
destitute, rejoiced to be abie to show his good 
will and appreciation. 


As there were several present who had 
been slaves on the old Downing plantation 
and had prospered well, each subscribed 
liberally and a sufficient sum was soon col- 
lected to insure Joe Downing (white) a com- 
fortable home and all requirements for the 
remainder of his life. He was brought into 
the parlor and entertained with the greatest 
attention and respect by all assembled. Joe 
Downing (white) was very grateful, thanking 
God that the bread cast upon the water (in 
slavery days) had returned ten-fold. 

After the old master had been made happy 
the assembled company gave vent to the high 
state of spirits that always pervades people 
after generous acts. Song, dance, and music 
had fullsway. So much talent was present 
that number followed number, all most en- 
joyable.

SORE OVER THE GORMAN COMPROMISE. 


Democratic Kicking at the Mongrel Senate 
Tariff Bill. 

The Democrats of the Senate are expecting 
to pass their Composition-Mongrel tariff bill 
within a month. But the bill will have to go 
back to the House for concurrence in the 
several hundred changes which have been 
made in the Wilson bill in the Senate. The 
House will undoubtedly vote to non-concur 
in those changes, and will ask for a confer- 
ence committee. The final shape of the bill 
will be as it comes out of that conference 
committee. The tariff for revenue only“ 
Democrats of the House intena to knock out 
most of the Senate changes, and to restore 
the Wilson bill in all essential particulars. 

The following action of a Democratic club 
is a straw indicating the sentiment of the rank 
and file of that party towards the Senate 
amendments. It is preceded by some explana- 
tions by the New York Sun ( Dem. )—viz. : 

About nine weeks ago the President of the 
United States addressed to the President of 
the National Association of Democratic Clubs 
a letter which we characterized at the time as 
a dishonest document. The description was 
perhaps impolite, but it was accurate. 

in this letter Mr. Cleveland reminded the 
Democrats of the powerful and widely extend- 
ed organization of which Mr. Biack is Presi- 
dent that party principles and party integ- 
rity are at stake. He spoke of the degra- 
dation ana disgrace of a failure to redeem the 
pledges upon which our fellow countrymen 
int rusted us with the control of their govern- 
ment. The Cleveland letter was full of 
such phrases as these: Striving for princi- 
ples instead of spoils”’; the ‘importance of a 
dissemination of Democratic doctrine ; and 
* advancement of true Democracy,” and the 
urgent necessity of laboring *' ‘unceasing|ly 
and earnestly to save our. party.“ 

Yet at the very time when Mr. Cleveland 
addressed to the Hon. Chauncey F. Black this 
letter, so full of labored platitudes and vague 
but nobly sounding phrases, he was using all 
the power of his great office in an attempt to 
force the Democrats in Congress to vote for 
the repudiation of these piedges, to violate 
party principles and destroy the party’s integ- 
rity, to enact a protectionist tariff bill anda 
sovialistic income tax. For months before 
the letter was written he hud been engaged in 
this treasonable and abominable enterprise. 
Ever since the letter was written he has pros- 
ecuted that enterprise, with increasing un- 
sctupulousness as to methods and growing 
disregard of consequences. 

President Black's reply to President Cleve- 
land’s dishonest appeal for assistance is the 
answer of a strong and true man to a dishon- 
orable proposition. It comes im the form of 
resolutions pro osed by Mr. Black to the 
Young Men's ~ mocratic Society of York, 
Pa.,and promptly adopted ‘by that society. 

Iti is the sense of this Democratic society, and 
of all honest Democrats as well, that it is the 
duty of Congress to pass a revenue tariff bill at 
once; that any tariff b not for revenue only and 
any provision of any bili not for revenue only is 
unconstitutional; that Senators who block the 
passage of a revenue bill, or who conspire to 
amend it to enable trusts or other monovolies to 
continue their plunder of American consumers, 
as under the McKinley monopoly law, deliberate- 
ly take their stand outside the party to serve 
other masters than the people, and on this vital 
issue are to be ranged with the common enemy: 
that we rely upon the Democratic House and the 
Democratic Executive to save the party and the 

country from betrayal. ‘

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MAIDENS OF ATHENS. 
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The Modern Women of Greece Have Great - 

„iy Degencrated in Style and Beauty or 
Else Their Foremothers Were Greatly 
Overrated=Lack of Conveniences at the 
CapitaleA Beautiful Girl Arrayed in 
Bridal Garments Carried Through the 
Streets on an Open Bier. 

There is always some one to stick pins in 
our illusions. One of these people has painted 
a picture of the modern maid of Athens, says 
a correspondent in the New York Sun, which 
would make men and gods—even broken- 
nosed, one-legged gods—weep. : 

In the country, says this rude destroyer of 
ideals, the women wear short, shapeless, tight 
skirts, reaching a little above the ankles, 
made of the same material as their rugs, with 
a handsome fringe of dirt, and a short white 
tunic made of wvarse serge. Their hair is 
worn ina long pigtail, and to make it reach 
past the waist they plait in horsehair or black 
tow, and decotate it with cheap coins, beads, 
or coarse, bright cottons. Greek children 
are pretty, and so are the very young girls, 
but they step directly from childhood to wom- 
an hood and become greasy-skinned and over - 
fed. 

The women toil not, neither do they spia. 
They are as lazy as the men, and seem to have 
no higher idea of life than lying in the sun, 
defiling the soft air with garlicand drinking 
coffee or cold water. The food is a cross be- 
tween German and Greek. The bread is black 
and underbaked, and the butter is churned 
from sheep’s milk and never gets solid. The 
cow is not a milk purveyor in Athens, but a 
humble beast of toil. 

A Grecian Breakfast. 

Our breakfasts were servel in our rooms 
ahd were severely simple. They consisted of 
green tea with sheep’s milk, black bread, and 
the pure honey of Hymettus. The honey of 
Hymettus is not so delightful as it sounds, I 
suppose it has degenerated, but, at any rate, 
itis awful. The bees had evidently browsed 
among the strong-scented asphodels, with 
which the mountain is covered, and the result 
was not appetizing. 

The Maid of Athens with whom I was most 
familiar was Bettina, our maid-of-all-work. 
Her dress consisted of the remains of her 
scanty country skirt and the discarded Ger- 
man jersey bodice which had formerly be- 
longed to her portly mistress. Bettina was 
tall and lanky, and as wild as a goat. She 
pulled the ample fronts of her bodice tightly 
round her skinny chest until she made them 
meet again down the back. Her figure was 
too purely Greek to admit of stays. I pre- 
sented her with an abandoned blue satin pair, 
but to my consternation she appeared to wait 
at table with them worn outside her jersey. 
He hair was black, and she still wore 1t coun- 
try fashion. In all probability her besetting 
sin (laziness) had prevented her unraveling the 
plaits of her early days. Poor Bettina! Her 
intentions were honest, but her tout ensemble 
was disturbing; her trodden-down slippers 
made a clitter-clatter as she induced them to 
go with her across the stony courtyard which 
divided the kitchen from the house. She 
spilt a whole army of plates and the ubiquit- 
ous mutton there one day. She had put her 
foot on the broad back of the friendly tor- 
toise (who had had his home there for many 
years). Bettina certainly did not ery over 
spilt mutton; she threw up her lanky arms 
and laughed like a spirited hyena. Kyria”’ 
(mistress) is all I have ever induced her to 
say, but this she ig = loud and often 
when I encouraged herto bring me some 
water, a thing she never thought necessary in 
one’s bedroom. 

Searching for a Bath. 

My first 3 in Athens I spent in 
searching for a bath. I did find one at last 
shaped like a gentlemau's silk hat. I think it 
had been an ice pail; it was impossible to sit 
down in it. I thought it was very funny, but 
Bettina renewed her tragic laugh and shouted 
„ Kyria.’’ Kyria said she did not know how! 
was going to get hot water enough to fill it. 
Would I like to see the kitchen stove, They 
had no iler. When I saw it I was amazed. 
There was this peaceful-looking woman keep- 
ing a boarding-house and her only means of 
cooking was a revelation. The stove, as it 
was called, was a large solid brick square, 
a bout six feet by six feet, with an outer crust 
of white tiles, and on the top here and there a 
small hole, as if a brick had been removed. 
These small holes were filled with hot ashes 
from a large bucket which stood near the 
stove. I learned to think of her more in pity 
than in anger when anything was more than 
usually undercooked. 

By far the prettiest Greek maiden I ever saw 
was one dressed as a bride for her funeral. 
I was looking up the steep, uneven street from 
Galata to Pera, in Constantinople, and as I 
looked up a procession was coming down and 
going tocross the old bridge of boats over the 

osphorus to Phanar, which holds all that is 
most sacred to the Greek in Constantinople. 
There was a troop of little acolytes chanting 
mournfully as they stumbled down the ill 
paved street; they were followed by some 
Greek clergy with long beards and flowing 


black gowns and tall, brimless hats. The bier 


came last, carried by the mourners, I was 
amazed. The corpse was quite uncovered, 
and it wasa lovely young girl with clearly 
chiseled features and blue-black hair. She 
was dressed in a white satin bridal dress, with 
a heavy train which hung over the sides of the 
bier, and so displayed her dainty white slip- 
pers. There was an abundance of white 
orange blossoms,' and the whole thing was 
grewsomely dramatic, 


Cockroaches Took French Leave. 

While in the Western Union office in Boston 
Edison, like a great many others on the night 
force, was bothered by the vast army of cock- 
roaches that each night formed a hollow square, 
with the operators’ lunch boxes on the inside.

HANDIWORK OF WOMEN WAGE-EARN- 
ERS AT THE AZORES.

Quaint and Curious Designs of Pottery 
and Lovely Embroidery That Show 
Love of Color and Artistic Feeling 
Lace as Fine as a Cobweb the Work of 
Primitive Peasant Women Whom Mod- 
ern Ideas Have Failed to Affect<Love- 
Making According to Precedent. 

London women devoted to charity found a 


new and effectual way to lure money from 
| the purses of visitors who had become weary 
of the ordinary ‘bazaar at the recent sale of 
curiosities colleeted. by a Londoner during a 


long residence at the Azores. 

Examples of every species of native handi- 
craft were shown at this sale, in many of 
which could readily be traced the Portuguese 
love of color and purely artistic instinct, as 
well as the patience and delicacy of touch 
which are among the moral and physical 
characteristics of the primitive people of the 
Azores. Even the rough earthenware manu- 
factured by them for everyday domestic use 
possesses either a certain grace or a marked 
grotesqueness of form, showing a love of 
beauty or of quaintness in the peasants seek- 
ing expression in work that lies nearest at 


There were many lovely forms im terra- 
cotta: an odd, gourd-shaped ewer, with two 
spouts; one of Etruscan form with gracefully 
curved handles, and a globular vase or primi- 
tive money box. A blue and drab tile witha

florid pattern, boldly executed, was very ef- 
fective, and there was a quaint triple flower. 
tube also made in blue and drab pottery. 

The needlework exhibited was peculiarly 
fine, and extremely interesting as the dainty 
work of patient peasants, and it was mapi- 
festly guiltless of the immorality of haste, 
which Mr. Hubert Herkomer so much de- 
plores. The linen, specimens of which were 
shown, is homegrown and homespun, 
the wool cleaned and dyed in 
the cottages of the peasants, the weaving 
being done on hand looms, and the exquisite 
lace is of fairylike delicacy, made by other- 
wise uncultured women. The ‘“crivo,” or 
drawn linen work, embroidered, is marvel- 
ously fine, and affords an unmistakable proof 
of that exquisite patience which was once 
held to be one of the most womanly of all the 
virtues. The amount of painstaking labor 
put upon table linen is something wonderful. 
A tablecloth and twelve napkins made to 
order occupied two women constantly every 
day for seven months. Of course, it was an 
unusually elaborate set. The tablecloth was 
fine white liner, around the edges of which 
wasadouble row of delicate and intricate 
‘*crivo’’ work, the outer row being 5 inches 
wide and the inner 2½ inches, with a frmge 
41¢ inches deep, the napkins being decorated 
to correspond. 

Among the novel articles shown were a 
quilt worked in alternate oblong patches of 
bright colors, and queer caps for children of 
the brewer's shape, woven on -looms, 
and the latter, being made of bright colored 
wools and at least a foot in length, had a very 
odd and primitive effect. Curtains of coarse 
blue and white linen were prettily embroid- 
ered in conventional patterns with yellow 
silk, but the greatest novelties and distinctive 
native productions in the collection were two 
original and unique forms of lace. One was 
a black silk net veiling, upon which dainty 
patterns were worked in pale gold gleaming 
straw with charming effect, the straw being 
woven in by some secret method known to 
comparatively few of the native women, 
and the other was a cobweb lace, 
made with infinite delicacy from the fiber of

the long leaves of the bitter aloe or century 

lant, which grows abundantly on ‘he islands. 

t is only the coarser lace that is made from 
the native fiber, as it is black outside and 
white inside, 60 cannot be split. The finer 
lace is made from the fiber brought from 
Spain and the interior of Portugal, which is 
of a yellowish color and by far the best mate- 
rial. The fibers are first drawn from the leaves 
singly by hand and are then submitted to a 
variety of processes. fibers when first 
taken from the plant are about the size of No. 
40 spool thread, but are split much finer by 
the workers, who also polish them to a spark- 
ling brilliancy with ivory tools. The work 
requires the utmost skill and very few of 
those who are instructed and practiced in the 
art from childhood ever acquire any marked 
proficiency. Nearly all the lacemakers live 
in the little Village of Praia. They belong to 
the lower classes, but are superior in intelli- 
gence and ability to the peasants engaged in 
other occupations, the greater number being 
able to read and write, an exceptional accom- 
plishment among the natives. 

In spite of the extravagant sums the Fayal 
lace brought in Paris 42 ago when first in- 
troduced, the price of the lace at the islands 
is very low, a lovely shawl bringing but $5 or 
$6, and small bits of lace may be had from 
16 cents to $1.50. Women earn at lacemak- 
ing and embroidery from five to 10 centsa 
day, the deftest fingers rarely making over 
that sum. But this is not so bad as it seems. 
Living is yery cheap and all kinds of fruit 
grow plentifully. Frost is unknown, and the 
temperature is even and pleasant. The women 
are not troubled about style, but dress in the 
quaint fashion of their ancestors, while the 
children are often ae ig with no gar- 
ments at all. Many of houses are un- 
floored and have not even a table or chair. 
The women sit on rugs of native linen spread 
flat upon the ficor. it is due to the 
salubrious climate or the abstemious diet it 
would be difficult to say, but travelers report 
that women of 30 with several children are 
as fresh looking as women of 20 
which of course is compensation for other 
luxuries denied them. '
